SECRETARY'S REPORT 
During the year we held ten regular meetings and one 
special meeting, at which we had an average attendanee 
of twelve. During the year two members resigned and 
four new members were added, making our total member- 
ship thirty-one. 1 


The members take entire charge of the chaneel, are re- 
sponsible for the laundering of the Communion linen, the 
care of the vestments of the choir and clergy and, as far 
as possible, the renewing of the chancel furnishings when 
needed.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The past year has been full of work, interest and inspira- 
tion to the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Chureh of the Atonement. Eight regular meetings were 
held and all-day weekly sewing meetings during Lent. 
The members now number fifty-eight, twelve of whom have 
joined the society during the past year. Thirty members 
was the average attendance throughout the year at both 
the regular meetings and the sewing meetings during 
Lent. The contribution from the Church of the Atone- 
ment to the Woman’s United Offering for 1921 was $66.35, 
the largest offering of this kind ever given by this Parish. 

The work taken from the Diocesan Supply Bureau as 
the quota for the parish was valued at $77.53. The 
finished garments, made at the all-day sewing meetings 
during Lent, were sent through the Supply Bureau to 
missions in Liberia, Texas, Wisconsin, Virginia and Phila- 
delphia. 

The May meeting was held at the home of Mrs. Marshall, 
in Springfield. The occasion furnished a delightful outing 
in the country. 


A corporate communion of the members was held on 
Ash Wednesday, with 26 members present. A similar 
service was held on Sunday, October 16th, on the occasion 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the Woman's 
Auxiliary. Twenty-three members were present. 


The receipts of the society during the year amounted 
to $411.70.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 


On January 17, 1921, our society prepared and served 
a dinner for twenty-five men, who were then organizing 
“Тһе Laymen’s Service Club." In February we met in 
conjunction with the Woman’s Auxiliary for all-day meet- 
ings, continuing through Lent. The meetings were well 
attended and, having made 75 garments, we felt that our 
Lenten Mondays had been spent with profit to all. 

The society paid for the installation of a bathtub in the 
second floor bathroom of the rectory; also for the cleaning 
of the hot water boiler in the rectory. The strawberry 
festival was held on June 1st and we realized $182.69, 
which went to pay the taxes and interest on the rectory. 
Members of the society aided at the spring rummage sale 
held by the Church school. In the fall we united with the 
Woman's Auxiliary in a rummage sale, each society 
receiving about $85 from the sale. 

Our society, co-operating with the Altar Society, pur- 
chased dishes needed for the Election Day luncheon.

We have had eighteen meetings with an average attend- 
ance of sixteen members. We have forty-four names on 
our membership roll. Preceding the bazaar the society 
paid for whitewashing the basement where the suppers 
were to be served at the bazaar. The bazaar was held on 
November 30th and December 1st and 2d, and was a suc- 
cess in every way. The room was beautifully decorated, 
thanks to Mr. Morrozzi and his helpers. Each of the 
seventeen departments was well stocked with beautiful 
and useful articles. Тһе grand total, after expenses are 
dedueted, assures us that we shall at last be able to pay 
the mortgage on the parish house. Truly, 1921 will be a 
banner year for the Chureh of the Atonement, and our 
society feels proud and happy at being able to assist in 
the good work.

An examination of the foregoing reports brings out cer- 
tain facts which are interesting and. instructive. These, 
taken together with other facts, mentioned briefly, afford 
sufficient reason for looking upon the year just past as 
one in which our chureh affairs prospered beyond the 
usual measure. 


Our net gain in communicants was 60, or 1215 per cent. 


The number of persons coming to the Holy Communion 
was 593 more than the year before, a gain of about 20 
per eent. No reeord was kept of the general attendanee in 
1920, so that we eannot state just what our inerease in this 
respect was, but it seems reasonable to assume that it was 
somewhere in the neighborhood of the inerease noted 


above in those eoming to the Holy Communion; that is, 
about 20 per cent. 


The membership of the Church sehool showed an in- 
crease. There were many losses due to removals from the 
vicinity, but these were overcome by the admission of new 
members. The inerease in membership during the past 
three years is shown by the figures for each year.

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The school is now in good condition. The offerings for 
missions presented last Easter was the largest in the 
school’s history, and one of the largest in the diocese. 


There was a gratifying increase in contributions from 
the parish to extra-parochial objects. The steady increase 
in the past three years is shown by the following figures:

By ‘‘extra-parochial’’ objects we mean principally dioc- 
esan and general missions. It includes also such offerings 
as that for the Episcopal Hospital, which was the largest 
in our history.

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Foreword 


To the Members of the Parish: 


The experiment made last year for the first time in 
printing the reports of the parish work in the form of a 
Year Book met with general approval. It seems advisable 
to present the reports for 1922 in the same way. They 
have been prepared with care and invite close study on the 
part of all who are interested in the affairs of the Church. 


It may be helpful to point out certain features of the 
year's work which are the more significant features from 
the viewpoint of general parish prosperity. One department 
of the work which has not made altogether satisfactory 
progress in the past year is the Church School. Our teach- 
ing corps is stronger than it was a year ago and more at- 
tetion is being paid to the main business of the Church 
School which is to teach Christian truth. The School's 
offering for Missions was the largest in its history and 
second in amount in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. But the 
School has not increased in membership as it should have 
done. 'The small decrease in enrollment over the year 
1921, 21 members, is not of particular significance since it 
may be at least partially explained by the more careful 
pruning of the membership rolls. But we have not de- 
vised the machinery for gathering in the children in our 
neighborhood who attend no Sunday School. There are in 
all probability hundreds of such children. "This should be 
one of our main objects during the coming year. The 
Church School is one of the vital departments of our work 
and any weakness there will be reflected in the general 
parish structure sooner or later. 


On the other hand there are certain departments of our 
work in which we have made progress. Our communicant 
membership has increased 83 persons in number, or 15%. 
Attendance at the Church Services has increased 9%. The 
number of persons coming to the Holy Communion was 
3508, an increase of 10% over 1921. The offerings for the 
year through the envelope system, at Easter and Christmas 
and on other special occasions, including the offerings at 
the Lenten Services amounted to $14,490.79, an increase of 
18% over the previous year. In its proper place will be 
found a statement of the contributions of the parish towards 
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the missionary work of the Church in the Diocese and be-4 
yond, It deserves careful reading. The Thanksgiving Of- 
fering for the Episcopal Hospital was much larger than 
the year before. This offering has increased 400% in six 
years. This must be because of an increasing appreciation 
of the work done by this fine institution. The above details 
are of considerable significance in that they point to sub- 
stantial growth. 


We ought not to be satisfied with the progress made 
because the possibilities of growth are much greater than 
any we have yet realized. 'The section of West Phila- 
delphia in which we are working is changing in certain 
ways: it is perhaps a question whether ultimately the 
population of the neighborhood will be composed of people 
among whom the Church cannot readily work or whether 
it will become an apartment house section with a conse- 
quent increase in population and a correspondingly greater 
opportunity for the Church. But this question cannot be 
answered now. For the present we have a field that will 
abundantly repay enthusiastic and wisely directed work. 
There are few parishes in the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
which have a better opportunity than ours to face and 
grapple with and solve the problem of the"changing neigh- 
borhood, a problem which the Church too often refuses to 
solve except by moving out. 


I am grateful for the splendid spirit of co-operation 
manifested by the members of the Vestry and the parish- 
ioners generally during the past year.
